Hundred Years Ago Was a 
Muddy Street with Trees.

New York—To one grown used to 
Broadway in terms of electric lamps 
and cinema palaces it seems incred­ 
ible that Irving, Hawthorne, Clay, 
Dickens, Lincoln all lived here. 
Old prints of the street a hundred 
years ago disclose a muddy boule­ 
vard lined with trees, almost de­ 
serted. with here and there a yel­ 
low coach drawn by four horses and 
followed by horsemen wearing wide- 
brimmed felt hats. 
Commenting on it in his Broad­ 
way Journal. Edgar Allan Poe called 
it the finest street in the finest city 
in the world. 
“It was a silent avenue shaded 
with bushy trees," writes Duvergier 
de Hauranne. 
“Often a catalpa 
leans over from a courtyard wall, 
invading the street and hanging 
green garlands over it. 
Rid brick 
houses, surrounded by graceful rail­ 
ings. where children played in the 
evenings on the thresholds.” 
Broadway—Port of Call 
It would bt fantastic to think of 
children playing on Broadway now. 
From 6 o’clock on, the night is shot 
'with 
white, 
yellow, 
red, 
green, 
mauve and blue lights a thousand 
dancing, jumping zigzagging, tum ­ 
bling, 
leaping, 
twisting, 
roiling 
signs. 
Compared to Broadway, he 
says, the streets of Shanghai and 
Hamburg are dark lanes. Tin- crav 
ing for amusement breaks out on 
Broadway like a revolution. 
It is 
the port toward which all America 
steers. 
Broadway is one of tin most ac­ 
cessible streets in town. 
A short 
walk will carry you to it no mutter 
on what part of the island you hap­ 
pen to be It moves diagonally the 
length of M anhattan and forma a 
th ant **X” at its intersection with 
Seventh avenue. 
This “X" marks 
the .spot where Tunes square is, the 
gaudiest stretch of street in the 
world.

Last year Dr. C annon Ross, in 
com m enting on his study of 32 dis­ 
tricts in Pennsylvania, reported the

Doylestown is more fortunate since 
this district’s taxes are bearing 52*7 
of the current expenditures, while 
the average for the 32 districts was 
88*,.” 
In this study Gettysburg 
was next to the lowest and last year 
we received the lowest appropriation 
for teachers th a t we received during 
the past eight years. 
With our in ­ 
creased appropriation this year G et­ 
tysburg 
will 
be 
supporting 
her 
schools less th an 50'/<. of the total 
cost by local taxes. 
A further reduction over the 1933- 
34 salary to a total of IO", will re ­ 
sult in a loss to the teachers in 
spending power of $2,670, while the 
total 
gain 
to 
the 
district 
will 
am ount 
to 
only 
$1,772.25. 
This 
comes from the fact th at non-resi­ 
dent, tuition rate sare based largely 
on teachers’ salaries, on which item 
the local district may charge a IO", 
overhead. This IO'/, overhead is al­ 
lowed by the state to repay the local 
district in a m easure for the trouble 
of providing for non-resident pu­ 


pils. 
A IO% reduction in teachers’ 
salaries m eans a saving to property 
holders of only ,57c for each $1,000 
assessed valuation, while the in­ 
crease in appropriation saves the 
property holder $3.47 per $1,000 as­ 
sessed valuation. Last year the tax 
rate was cut 2 mills because of this 
extra appropriation which brought 
the rate the lowest it has been for 
the past ten or more years. 
T he proposed addition to the high 
school will cost the district ap­ 
proxim ately $25,000 providing the 
labor is furnished by the federal 
governm ent. The item of $5,000 for 
equipm ent m ight easily be elimi­ 
nated 
from 
the 
current 
budget. 
T his whole item is very uncertain 
at the present time. 
However, an 
addition to the high school is need­ 
ed very badly. 
W ithout a doubt 
there will be a surplus in this year’s 
account of from $15,000 to $18,000. 
Probably $10,000 to $12,000 of this 
am ount will be in the form of out­ 
standing tuition.
